prises and selling opportunities o u t­ 
side of Bavaria.

The most curious is

as the 'Hadies' peace," because the 
delegates who settled the quarrel of 
peoples were Louisa of Savoy, moth- 
er of the French King Francois I, 
and Margaret of Austria, aunt of 
Charles V, emperor of Germany. 
Another intereiting township wjth a 
peace history that was overrun by 
the Auitrians when they made'their 
break tlirough at Caporette ;in\;the 
autumn of 1917,' is Campq Formio, 
not'far from Udine. 
The treaty 


was between Napoleon and Austria, 
and was signed in 1797.
